To-be sure, there aré demagogues 
who cry “‘Monopoly!’’ and assert that 
the great corporations are about to over- 
ride the liberties of the people; but 
solicitude for the people is not the real 
reason of their outcry. It is because 
they hope to climb up on the noise they 
make into high places, and into seats 
that they are not worthy of, and have 
not the-ability to fill.—C. P. Huntington,

World’s Fair Notes. 


In no other department of the World’s 
Columbian Exposition, perhaps, will 
be seen a greater diversity of exhibits 
than in-that of Mines and Mining. Not 
only will there be a dazzling array of 
diamonds, opals, emeralds and other 
gems and of the precious metals, but a 
most extensive collection of iron, cop- 
per, lead and other ores and of their 
product, of coal, granite, marble, sand- 
stone and other building stone, of soils, 
salt, petroleum and, indeed, of almost 
everything useful or beautiful belong- 
ing to the mineral kingdom. 

It takes a fence six miles long to in- 
close the World’s Fair buildings, © All 
these structures are to be of extraordi- 
nary dimensions, but the largest of 
them, on which the foundation work 
has just been commenced, will be 
something stupendous. IJtisthe Hall 
of Manufactures and Liberal Arts. 
The site for this vast building is a 
broad, highly situated plateau over- 
looking the lake, A railroad track runs 
through its centre and on each side 
rise tremendous piles of lumber, iron 
and all sorts of construction materials. 

The big buildings are beginning to 
rise. Already some of the principal 
structures are not only in evidence, 
but progress on them is marked from 
day to day. Looking northwest from 
the administration building the visitor 
sees the womans’ building, already so 
far edvanced that it looms up impos- 
ingly against its background of - 
trees, 

From one end of the grounds to. the 
other everything is pushed, .and- that, 
too, in all sections of the work. 

‘The initial meeting of the Massachu- 
setts Board of Managers for the World’s 
Fair was held last Friday in. Sears 
Building. ‘All the members of the 
board were present, including Mr. E. 
C. Hovey and Mrs, Alice Freeman Pal- 
mer. The meeting was a short one, 
there being little business besides the 
consideration of plans for the State 
building. Plans for four buildings have 


been submitted tothe managers, These 


were drawn up by Messrs. Peabody & 
Stevens, Brenton Howe, Henry Ives, 
Kendall & ‘Stevens. The building, 
which is to represent the Common- 
wealth, will be 90 feet square, and is 
to be built at a cost of about $30,000, 
including furnishings. The Massachu- 
setts Board of Management feel that 


“Massachusetts should be allowed to 


have an exhibit of education and of all 
that stands for education. They. also 
think that it should be given an eqnal 
opportunity of displaying itself with 
with the manufactures and fine arts 
entirely independent of the State.—

The Moder School. 


BY A MODERN LOSOBBER. 
It te evident that’‘modesi’ is the 
proper word to ‘tie to’? just now. 
The modern principal; the! modern as- 
sistant, the modern superintendent, the 
modern method are all the rage, and as 


these must produce the modern’schédl, | 


why may wé not have a modern philo- 
sopher to talk thereof? I may not be 
any nore modern than some other men, 
and I am not much of a philosopher, 


but as a little philosophy yoes a long 


way in these modern times, I venture 
to assume to be a “modern philoso: 
pher.”’ 

The modern’school is not in the ruts 
in anything, but is. “in it,”—pardon 
slang, for that is modern if anything is. 
The modern school cares little, if any- 
thing, forthe way a thing was taught 
yesterday. 
swept away. 

The one indispensable thing in the 
modern school is an ideal. There must 
be a physical ideal, an intellectual ideal, 
and a moral ideal. .The teacher must 
have this clearly in mind, and must 
have it inthe mind of the school as @ 
whole, and of each child. The modern 
philosopher has no interest in @ school 
until he knows just what that ideal is. 
He is not watching for the mistakes of 
the little people, nor for their mar- 
velous feats, but he is looking for the 
ideals, — physical, intellectual, and 
moral, Without these, nothing counts 
with him. 

As soon ..as the modern philosopher 
discovers ‘the ideals of teacher and 
pupils, he sets himself to noting how 
they are taught to.attain them succes¢- 
fully.. All that he finds done with a 
purpose to attain these idéals delights 
him, but any other work passes unnoted 
and unpraised. He looks for four 
things in such teaching, — principles, 
methods, formulas, and devices. He has 
no interest inthe methods, formulas, 
or devices unless he finds some princi- 
ples of action. He is nota crank upon 
principles, does not care very much 
what these principles are, is pleased 
with the adoption of any principles 
that have made great teachers. He 
does not care, for instance, whether the 
teacher accepts the principle that all 
teaching should go from the whole to 
the parts or from the parts to the whole. 
Philosophers of the old style get ex- 
cited over these two lines of teaching, 
but the modern philosopher does not 
care for this, insisting that some great, 
well-tested: principles shall be at the 
foundation of the teaching. He does 


not like to hear the teacher talk of | 


these, preferring to have her teach’as 
though she had none, so far as tal is 
concerned. He likes to have thém 
thrill'all her work as the sun thrills the 
lily, through root and stem. 

The modern philosopher never says 
anything ‘about the principles, but if 
he knows they are there, he begins to 
inquire at once for her methods. He 
studies carefully the way in which 
everything she does is cotnected with 
what she did before it and with what 
she will do after it. Method to him 
means .4 procession in which: every- 
thing he sees must be in the ranks with 
that which ‘has gone before and with 
that which is to come after. 

But he is not content with methods 
that are not woven into formulas. He 
believes it pays to have everything 
erystallized, He thinks uncrystallized 
methods are immature. 
the multiplication table as one of the 
most profitable bits of crystallization 
in the world, and some of the rules of 
spelling he looks upon as rare crystalli- 
zation of what a child knows; as, for 
instance, ‘‘A monosyllable or a word 
accented On, the last syllable, if it ends 
in ‘a single! consonant preceded by a 
singlé vowel, doubles the final conso- 
nant upon receiving a suffix beginning 
with a vowel.’’ Now he would never 
teach this as arule, but after studying 
all the words of that character which 
he knew, and seeing how they were all 
spelled, he would have the pupils make 
for themselves a. statement of what 
they knew, and then he would have it 
fixed in mind. So in everything he 
watches to see if the teacher crystal- 
lizes what she teaches. 

‘The modern philosopher ‘then looks 
after the devices. As a matter of fact, 
he gives much attention to this. He 
thinks them of very great importance, 
because through‘them the child gets 
his grip of a subject. Principles, 
methods, and formulas all fail unless 
the child’s mind acts promptly through 
awakened interest. Devices get hold 
of him. They are the magnets that 
draw. 

But when the modern philosopher 
has discovered all these things, he sits 
back in his chair and watches the 
teacher carefully, asking himself if she 
inspires the children to work for them- 
selyes, with such a purpose to know 
that they will learn whether they have 
any encouragement or not. There are 
four ways in which the child may be 
thus inspired, and he notes which of 
these she utilizes and how much of 
each. These are sympathy, reward, 
duty, intellectual passion.

He is more interested. to-see if she- 


catrinspire them to work ftom a sense 
of duty without making school life too 
serious a matter. But above all he is 
interested to know if they will have 
such passion for knowledge that they will 
always be learners, whether in school 
or out, whether upon a farm, in a shop, 
on a vacation,~or at play. If the 
teacher is inspiring them with a love 


for getting knowledge, 
(uestion about the perma 
work. When Re ae n 
finds all this or. /ihy ‘eon!

You can see the gravestones for your- 
self.” 

And 80 faras could be seen the guide 
was right. The plot of ground seemed 
to be about 40 by 40 feet, The grass 
grew long and rank over all of the 
graves in it, and evidently none of 
them had been opened in years. Not 
all of the graves had headstones, so it 
was impossible to j with any accu- 
racy as to which was the last member 
buried of this rather unique society; 

One thing was certain, so far as the 
gravestones could prove it, and this 
was that none but unmarried women 
rested in that particular piece of 
ground. On every stone was the an- 
nouncement, so that no one could go 
astray, that the woman who rested be- 
neath was a spinster. 

Another thing the visitor noticed was 
that most of the ‘‘old maids,” as they 
chose to call themselves, did live to be 
old maids in good sooth, for of those 
who had headstones few had died until 
they had attained a ripe old age. Evi- 
dently carking care had not intervened 
to shorten their days. But exainples of 
this were found in more striking form 
on the headstones of the three sisters 
who are said to have originated the so- 
| ciety. There were some quaint and 
pious inscriptions there, and it was 
shown that all of these three women 
had lived to be more than 100 years 
old. One had attained the age of 111, 
and the other two had lived to be about 
107 and-105, respectively. 

The visitor could not but wonder, if 
all could be told, whether some of the 
women who rested here under the trees 
may not have had their loves, their 
tears and fears and heartaches, just as 
do those who marry and: are given in 
marriage; whether small tragedies, of 
human kind, buried with some of those 
spinsters now sleeping so peacefully, 
might not have led them to live their 
lives apart from the devotion of hus- 
band and the love and laughter of 
children. 

But there was no one there to an-

A simple device where the store closet 
opens out of the kitchen and ison the 
sunny side of the house is to havea 
hole cut in the floor, covered over with 
wire netting, so as to let the cool air of 
the cellar into the closet. This cool air 
eoming in contact with the warmer air 
of the kitehen makes a constant ‘cireu- 
lation, A properly built store closet, 
however, should be situated on the 
north side of the house, and well ven- 
tilated by a window opening outdoors.
